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Capitol Cadillac Plans to Grow; 
Green Space Issue Dismays City 


The Greenbelt City Council, 
still intact, with Mayor Judith 
Davis presiding and Rodney Rob- 
erts installed as the newly-elected 
mayor protem, met for a work 
session on November 14, where 
they heard a follow-up presenta- 
tion by representatives from 
Capitol Cadillac. 

At the regular city council 
meeting on October 8, Capitol 
Cadillac had discussed expanding 
its business to include an adjacent 
property to be leased from the 
state. (City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin is currently pursuing 
answers from the state on 
Greenbelt’s rights in this matter.) 
In addition, council had voted to 
oppose special county legislation 
on behalf of Capitol Cadillac that 
would have bypassed necessary 
rezoning for this projected expan- 
sion. That legislation has since 
been withdrawn and a revision 
plan formulated. 

James Soltesz, president and 
CEO of Loiderman Soltesz Asso- 
ciates, gave an initial presenta- 
tion, remarking that the major is- 
sues of setback requirements and

landscape areas on the adjacent 
property have been addressed. 
The- requests for a natural vegeta- 


tion buffer augmented with natu-— 


ral plantings, keeping a wide 
buffer around the property, as 
well as the request for internal 
green space, are shown in a re- 
vised plan distributed at the meet- 
ing. The banner that had been 
offensive to Davis has been taken 
down. The request to preserve 
the existing ruins and vegetation 
has been honored, as well as pro- 
vision for a landscaped seating 
area with a commemorative 
plaque. (The site was the location 
of an old farmhouse.) 

Although most of the com- 
ments made by council during 
the session were objections and 
suggestions for further revisions, 
no consensus was reached on 
their position concerning the pro- 
posal. However, their position on 
green space was made abundantly 
clear: they’re for it. 

Alternative Uses? 

Councilmember Tom White 
stated that his preference for the 
property would be as “a city ac- 


quisition or to keep it as it is. 
I’m not thrilled with a Capitol 
Cadillac extension. Several of 
the tenants in the office buildings 
and the leasing agents...have indi- 
cated that the presence of the car 
dealership is one of the factors 
that makes it difficult to find ten- 
ants at that particular site.” 
Andre Gingles, an attorney 
representing Capitol Cadillac, 
commented that “We are prob- 
ably the only entity that sees 
value in the property because of 
the adjacency to the property.” 
Daniel Jobe, president of Capitol 
Cadillac, concurred. 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
remarked that, “Everyone on the 
council has always had a concern 
for preserving as much green 
Space as remains in the city...but 
it’s not a mindless reactionary 
protection of open spaces, it’s a 
strategic one...it’s one that I think 
all of us also agree shouldn’t be 
the only driver, because to have 
open space and to have the 
economy stagnate and the tax

Roosevelt Center Forum II 
Reveals Continued Concern

“In the over-60-year history of 
Greenbelt, never have so many 
resources and so much police pa- 
trol been dedicated to Roosevelt 
Center. All of the measures will 
be continued until a marked im- 
provement in the quality of the 
Roosevelt Center environment is 
obtained.” This was the vow 
contained in a written mission 
statement distributed to the audi- 
ence by Patrol Commander Lt. 
Thomas Kemp, at the November 
13 public forum held to discuss 
problems at Roosevelt Center, 
particularly with young people. 

Conducted by Police Chief 
James Craze, the forum was held 
in the Community Center and at- 
tended by about 75 people, 
mainly adults. Mayor Judith 
Davis and several 
councilmembers were present, as 
were members of the Public 
Safety Committee and police staff 
in addition to Kemp, as well as 
representatives of city depart- 
ments. 

In introductory remarks, Craze 
explained that police resources 
were limited. He told the audi- 
ence, 





“Life in the Center hasn’t 





changed since the 1970s, when I 
came to work here. ... What 
has changed, is that people are 
less tolerant of each other... . 
I’m often asked why we don’t do 


something about the Center, but 


there really aren’t enough of us 
to be in the Center all the time. 
And when we are there, some- 
times people don’t act up.” 

A serious but good-natured 
audience, filling the multi-purpose 
room, took turns talking, fre- 
quently about the bad language 
used by young people in the 
Center. One resident said the 
main difference these days is that 
today, bad language is being used 
“in a place where families go, 
where little children go, and it 
doesn’t mesh.” In his opinion, 
“If you want to use that kind of 
language, you are free to do it, 
but not necessarily in the center 
of town where people come with 
their families.” 

He cited an example: “I was 
with my four-year-old niece, and 
a fellow was riding a bike around 
the Center. It was pretty dark, so 
I walked up to him and asked, 
“Would you mind not riding your 






bike in here?’ He said, ‘It’s my 
bike, and I’m gonna ride it.’ I 
said ‘No, you’re not,’ so he 
jumped on the bike and started 
riding around in circles. I called 
the police and 20 minutes later, 
an officer showed up. The of- 
ficer said, ‘I’m confiscating this 
bike.’ Then I realized I was 
alone with my niece. 

“My view is that I shouldn’t 
have had to call the police to 
make sure that my niece wasn’t

Stabbing Suspect Caught 
After Chase through City

The story of how five police 
vehicles and four non-police ve- 
hicles got damaged on November 
19 is related to how a young 
Greenbelt man came to be in in- 
tensive care as this story is writ- 
ten, November 19. 

On Saturday night, November 
17, at about 6:45 p.m., George 
Daffan, 18, of Greenbelt, was ar- 
guing with another man as they 
walked near the Center under- 
pass. The man stabbed Daffan in 
the stomach and fled the area on 
foot. Daffan was taken to Prince 
George’s Hospital, where he un- 
derwent surgery on Sunday. 

On Monday, November 19, a 
Greenbelt Police detective saw 
the suspect walking across the 
parking lot of the Beltway Plaza 


Shell station on Greenbelt Road 
with a shotgun in his hands. As 
the detective drove up, the sus- 
pect stole a white Trans-Am and 
drove off. 

Police broadcast a lookout, 
and a Greenbelt officer saw the 
Suspect driving east on Route 
193. According to city police, a 
chase ensued as he drove around 
old Greenbelt a little after 1 p.m., 
striking several vehicles including 
an occupied police cruiser, and 
eventually going through the 
parking lot at St. Hugh’s Church 
to Braden Field. About 20 St. 
Hugh’s girls were playing soccer 
nearby as the man drove onto the 
field at a high rate of speed. At

City in Search of Bank 
To Sublease in Center —

In an effort to prevent the 
Bank of America from closing its 
branch in Roosevelt Center, the 
City of Greenbelt in August, fol- 
lowing an initial contact by resi- 
dent Bill Souser, appealed for 
help in August from the 
Governor’s Office of Business 
Administration and Small Busi- 
ness Assistance (OBA). Although 
the bank closed its branch opera- 
tion on Friday, November 16, ex- 
cept for the ATM machine, con- 
certed efforts by the city and the 
state agency are moving forward 
to find another bank willing to 
occupy the now-vacant facility. 

According to Bank of 
America’s Small Business Execu- 
tive Bob Barnes, the bank ap- 
pears willing to “entertain sub- 
leasing” its facility. The bank’s 
lease will expire in 2004. Barnes 
noted that many area banks have 
been contacted to determine their 
level of interest in the Roosevelt 
Center location. “We are continu- 
ing discussions with at least two 
of them . . . their names will be 
released at the appropriate time,” 


he said, adding, “We are trying 


to do this as soon as possible - in 
the next 30 to 60 days; we don’t 
want to lose the momentum.” 

Barnes and Greenbelt City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
told the News Review that they 
were “cautiously optimistic” 
about the outcome. They ob- 
served that, because the loss of 
the Bank of America branch in 
Roosevelt Center significantly af- 
fected the center, the local 
community's lifestyle and how 
residents do business, it was im- 
perative that another bank move 
quickly into the facility. 

McLaughlin explained that, in 
addition to contacting a number 
of other banks over the past sev- 
eral months, the city requested 
assistance from U.S. Senator Paul 
Sarbanes, chairman of the Senate 
Banking Committee. Copies of 
the letter to Sarbanes were sent 
to State Senator Leo Green and 
delegates Mary Conroy, James 
Hubbard and Joan Pitkin. 

Senior citizens protested vigor- 
ously after the August announce

Flu Shots Covered 


Despite what the flu shot pro- 
vider asserted at the November 
Health/Wellness Fair at the 
Greenbelt Community Center, flu 
shots are covered (paid for) by 
Medicare Part B. Medicare 
forms are available by calling 
Trailblazer at 1-800-444-4606. 
Forms should be submitted with 
flu shot provider receipts for re- 
imbursement.

(Note: Medicare will reimburse 
up to $15 once a year for any flu 
shot received by a medical prac- 
titioner if the recipient of the shot 
submits a completed form and a 
receipt to HCFA-Trailblazer 
Health Enterprises, LLC. If a 
blank form is available, it may be 
photocopied for use. The flu 
shot provider used by the city for 
the health fair, Alternacare, PC, 
provides services to employers 
and employees and is not a rec- 
ognized provider for Medicare. 
Therefore, it cannot bill Medicare 
for reimbursement of its services 
and must charge for the shots. 
However, Medicare will reim- 
burse the patient for covered ser- 
vices performed by any qualified 
medical practitioner up to the 
amount Medicare approves for a 
service.)

Councilmembers said they 
thought that only one additional 
building had been proposed, but 
Jobe countered that two buildings 
had always been planned -- one 
for Hummer and one for Pontiac 
GMC.

In responding to a 
query from Davis, Jobe stated 
that Capitol Cadillac has no plans 


to leave the site. 

Speaking to the value of the 
property, White commented “The 
city council is...the custodian of 
corporate Greenbelt and the more 
open space the more value.” 

Roberts spoke in turn, address- 
ing the state neighborhood con- 
servation plan for Greenbelt 
Road. “Its value will show more 
when we start looking...to in- 
crease the open Space along 
Greenbelt Road to make it look 
nicer.” 

Davis chimed in: “It provides 
a visual break that is very pleas- 
ant when you still have green 


next to a major highway.” 

Gingles’ response was that 
“We will try to do as much as 
we can to address the green is- 
sues.” 

Councilmember Ed Putens ex- 
pressed concerns about the place- 
ment of the planned buildings, 
and their possible realignment. 

Summing up, Davis admon- 
ished the Capitol Cadillac repre- 
sentatives that council is not Yet 
ready to go ahead, but. “We. are 
still listening and we’re glad 
you're listening to us.” An addi- 
tidnal meeting is planned.

hit by a bicycle.” The speaker 
concluded, “I think we have to 
take resources away from some- 
thing else, or move the young 
people away from the Center.” 

A young person responded to 
the story by saying, “I understand 
about the language and every- 
thing... I’m a 23-year-old man, 
and I work full-time, and I notice 
the language, but pretty much 
I’m saying I don’t want them 
[young people] looked at like 
animals, to be thrown out of the 
Center. People need to come to- 
gether a little more.. .” 

Another speaker said: “The 
problem is not with kids in this 
room tonight—the problem is 
with people using the Center for 
small drug deals.” 

Roosevelt Center businessman 
Daniel Kim spoke in favor of 
some sort of counseling system— 
giving young people an hour’s 
counseling “to take note of their 
problems and help them get a job 
if needed.” 

Youth Programs 

Several young skateboarders 
were present, and Police MPO 
John Rogers described the work 
he is doing with them to help es- 
tablish a city skate park. 

Konrad Herling noted that al- 
though there are a lot of pro- 
grams for city young people, 
“We haven’t looked at the youth 
that are not that keen about join- 
ing an organized effort.” He 
added that the Arts Center is try- 
ing to hire someone to teach a 
youth drama class and speculated 


that “It might be time for the 
merchants to get together and 
contribute to the cost of addi- 
tional security in the Center.” 

The discussion turned to rules 
at the Youth Center, and the pos- 
sibility of posting some similar 
rules of behavior for people in 
Roosevelt Center.. A young per- 
son, “Lucky,” who spoke often at 
an earlier meeting held in the 
Center, spoke often at this forum 
as well. Calling himself “the 
eyes and ears of the city,” he said 
he believed since the police have 
been visiting the Center more of- 
ten, the bad language is less. 

He said that “although the 
young people don’t understand 
the history of Greenbelt, it’s not 
as bad as you think, and it’s get- 
ting better. Outsiders are leaving, 
slowly but surely. But the young 
people still don’t understand how 
littering and loitering will destroy 
the businesses. I think police are 
doing all that they can, but 
maybe there should be a sub-sta- 
tion right in or near the Center.” 

Former city council candidate 
Kelby Brick spoke in favor of 
setting up a youth leadership 
group to teach communications 
skills and encourage leadership. 
Several speakers commented on 
the Center’s attractive appearance, 
and their feeling that young 
people hanging out there are tak- 
ing away the possibility of peace- 
ful enjoyment by others. Many 
speakers deplored the profane 
language and lack of respect 
shown adults in the ‘Center. 


Businessman Chef Lou of 
Chef Lou’s Desserts sounded dis- 
couraged as he talked of the ac- 
tivity going on outside his place 
of business. He said enforcement 
was needed. 

At the conclusion of the fo- 
rum, Chief Craze said he planned 
to hold another meeting in the 
future to continue gathering ideas 
from residents and young people.

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A Meteoric Night 


At Northway Field

Where were you at 5 a.m. on 
Sunday November 18? About 
150 Greenbelters were at the 
Northway field looking for mete- 
ors.

Washington area as hoped for, 
oohs and ahs were heard across 
the field as many shooting stars 
were glimpsed coming from all 
directions. 

From an unscientific point of 
view, sky watchers were treated 
to two types of visions - shooting 
stars and shooting stars with long 
tails that seemed to linger in the 
sky. As Greenbelters waited for 
the next star to appear, there was 
time for hot drinks and socializ- 
ing in the dark. One resident 
commented that he should have 
set up a hot coffee stand, as the 
night was quite chilly. But 
mainly the night was filled with 
sounds of “There’s one,” 
“Where?” And “Whoops, already 
gone.” Then, residents straggled 
off to search for the warmth of 
car or home. For those who 
missed it, there will be another 
meteor shower of this magnitude 
in 2099, so mark the calendar.

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Carl Taylor Bond 

Carl Taylor Bond, 81, of 
Greenhill Road, died on Novem- 
ber 15, 2001 at Villa Rosa Nurs- 
ing Home, Mitchellville after 
complications from a stroke. 

Born May 27, 1920 in Provi- 
dence, Rhode Island, he was 
raised in New Hampshire. In 
1937 he took part in a Boy Scout 
Jamboree on the Mali in Wash- 
ington D.C. made famous by the 
Michigan Governor’s complaint 
about the youth wearing shorts in 
public, especially on the mall. 
He vowed to come back. to 
Washington one day to work for 
his beloved country. 

He graduated from high 
school in Bristol, New Hampshire 
in 1938. In 1941 he graduated 
from Bryant College, Providence, 
Rhode Island with a degree in 
business administration. 

After the Pear! Harbor attack, 
he enlisted in the U.S. Army Air 
Corps where he received his 
officer’s training. Mr. Bond took 
part in the campaigns in North 
Africa, Sicily, Italy, and France. 
He remained in the Army Re- 
serves, retiring in 1962 as a stra- 
tegic intelligence officer with the 
rank of Major. 

He returned to the states and 
enrolled in Haverford College, 
graduating in 1948 with a B.A. 
degree in economics. Mr. Bond 
attended graduate school at Bos- 
ton University, earning a master’s 
degree in economic geography 
and an M.B.A. in international 
trade and marketing. 

While in Boston he met his 
wife Ruth in the Harvard St. Co- 
op House in Cambridge, Mass. 
They were married November 25, 
1950 in Newton Highlands, Mass. 

Mr. Bond’s career was in eco- 
nomic development with the 
states of New Hampshire and 
Michigan before coming to 
Washington, D.C. in 1962 to 
work in the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce. He retired 


in 1985. While at Commerce he 
served as the economist on a 
long-range United Nations eco- 
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nomic development mission to 
Venezuela, was assigned to the 
Alaskan field office for aid to in- 
terior Alaska communities while 
the pipeline was being built, and 
carried out other special assign- 
ments in Puerto Rico, the upper 
Great Lakes and the Rocky 
Mountain areas. 

Prior to this service, he was 
project officer with the Economic 
Development Administration’s Of- 
fice of Public Works for four 
years and area planner with the 
Area Redevelopment Administra- 
tion for three years. 

He loved to travel and made 
numerous trips for his work and 
also for pleasure to Hudson’s 
Bay, Labrador, and other parts of 
the world. 

In 1962 the Bonds came to 
Greenbelt. He continued his love 
of learning through traveling, lan- 
guage studies, and serving 
Greenbelt’s Boy Scout Troop 
#746. He was also known for 
his frequent walks. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Ruth, of the home address; 
daughter Karen (Bond), 
Rockville; son Steven and his 
wife Sally, Greenbelt; and daugh- 
ter Tami and husband Roy 
Chernikoff, Ellicott City; grand- 
children Aaron and Jacob Hurd, 
Michael and Christopher Bond, 
and Joshua and Sara Chernikoff.

one point, police said, the chil- 
dren had to run to avoid being 
struck. 

Two police cruisers rammed 
the car in the effort to stop the 
driver. One police officer left his 
cruiser in the middle of Braden 
Field and ran on foot toward the 
car. The suspect allegedly drove 
toward him, and the officer fired 
several shots. No one was struck 
by bullets, and the suspect. surren- 
dered. 

The suspect is identified by 
police as David Michael Fetrow 
of College Park. Fetrow has 
been charged with attempted first 
degree murder, four counts of 
first degree assault, concealed 
deadly weapon, openly carrying a 
deadly weapon and theft, accord- 
ing to MPO George Mathews, 
Greenbelt police. He faces fur- 
ther charges from other police ju- 
risdictions. Fetrow appeared be- 
fore a District Court Commis- 
sioner, where he was ordered 
held without bond pending trial. 

An eyewitness to the Braden 
Field chase was Tom Colihan of 
Berwyn Heights who was playing 
tennis on the Braden courts. He 
reported, "A teacher had the chil- 
dren huddled on the bleachers, 
and the guy driving missed them 
by about 30 feet. The scary 
thing about it all was these kids."
